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Casa  Grande  Farms 

In  Pinal  County,  south-central  Arizona.  Project 
Headquarters:    Tempe,  Arizona. 

Initiated  by  Resettlement  Administration.  Preliminary 
approval,  November  27,  1935;  final  approval,  March  11, 
1936. 

This  agricultural  community  project  is  designed  to  es- 
tablish low-income  families  on  productive  farms,  giving 
them  an  opportunity  to  become  owners.    Through  individual 
and  co-operative  farming,  these  families  will  try  to 
attain  an  adequate  standard  of  living. 

The  project  which  totals  4,171  acres  has  60  individual 
homesites  averaging  2  acres  each  and  a  community  farm 
to  be  operated  co-operatively.    On  the  individual  home 
units,  gardens  will  be  raised.    The  co-operative  farm 
will  be  devoted  to  the  growing  of  alfalfa,  cotton,  wheat, 
barley  and  hegari;  the  raising  of  sheep,  poultry,  and 
dairy  cows. 

Other  co-operative  activities  planned  include  co-operative 
marketing  and  purchasing. 

A  community  building  which  includes  a  school,  a  laundry, 
a  cafeteria  and  a  recreation  room  has  recently  been  com- 
pleted. 

Approximately  two-thirds  of  the  newly-built  adobe  houses 
have  four  rooms,  the  rest  having  three  or  five  rooms. 
These  iiave  been  equipped  with  modern  plumbing  and  electric 
installations.    A  community  water  system  consisting  of  a 
deep  well,  2  pumps,  2  towers,  2  storage  tanks  and  distribu- 
tion of  lines  has  been  constructed.    Individual  septic 
tanks  will  dispose  of  sewage.    Electricity  is  furnished  by 
a  private  utility.    Each  home  has  a  combination  garage  and 
store-room.    Farm  buildings  for  the  co-operative  are 
planned,  and  walks  and  driveways  for  the  home  units  are 
under  construction.
